The earth passes between the sun 
and the moon, so that the moon is 
completely in the earth's shadow and 
the moon cannot he seen. This, a 
lunar eclipse, was visable to all “sky 
lookers" on December 18, 1964 from 
8:00-11:00 P.M. According to pub¬ 
lished reports, this eclipse was one 
of the clearest and most beautiful 
seen in recorded history. 

On that night, Bruce. Kasper, Len¬ 
ny Wintfeld (both Jefferson students) 
and T, under the leackrship of Joel 
S. Levine (a JeflVason alumnus 
class of H ^0, went toj the Weinrich 
Observatory at Ji«rr<>k?yn College to 
use their 7-inch Pecker Refractor 
Telescope. 

From the observatory we viewed 
the entire eclipse. In attendance with 
us was a noted astronomer, George 
Lovi, who was making copious notes 
of the eclipse to be published in “Sky 
and Telescope," and “Review of Popu¬ 
lar Astronomy." 

)uring the eclipse Bruce Kasper

Anyone who has met 
Soupy Sales can see that this be¬ 
lief follows through into his off- 
camera personality. 

Our introduction to Soupy was 
an introduction to his personality.

Class Nut 

Born 35 years ago in Franklin 
County, N. C., Soupy went 
through high school in Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., where he was known 
as the “class nut.” In high school 
he became interested in dramatics, 
and this carried over into Mar¬ 
shall College, where he performed 
in many variety shows. However, 
at that time he wanted to be a 
newspaperman and majored in 
journalism. During World War II, 
Soupy served with the Navy in 
the invasion of Okinawa. Says 
Soupy, “I found a way to beat the 
Army; I joined the Navy!” 

After the war, Soupy returned 
to Marshall College, where he re¬ 
ceived his B.A. and a degree in 
journalism, while working on the 
local radio station as a disk jock¬ 
ey, Soupy became a top TV per¬ 
sonality in Detroit in 1953, and 
remained so for seven years, doing 
11 hours of TV time each week, 
including his Lunch with Soupy 
Sales show, which was described 
as a “hip” kiddie show. However, 
most of his ardent fans were 
adults, and Soupy was given a Fri¬ 
day night show, which was cli¬ 
maxed with guests such as Frank 
Sinatra, Burt Lancaster, and Tony 
Curtis receiving custard pies 
with Soupy. 

After a fantastic success on the 
West Coast, Soupy moved to New 
York this year because of 
WNEW’s offer to do live shows. 
Now, after being on the air for 
four months, Soupy is rated num¬ 
ber one in his 4:30 to 5:30 time 
spot, competing against other fav¬ 
orites such as Dobie Gillis and 
Chuck McCann. 

“Family Show” 

Seen every afternoon with his 
animal friends, Soupy projects a 
kid's appeal. However, 60 per cent 
of his present audience are adults, 
which throws a different light on 
the subject. Soupy calls his show 
a “family show—the cartoons are 
the network's idea.” 

Soupy works from an outline 
which he himself writes. He knows 
the basic idea and last few lines 
of the skit, but he and Frank Na- 
tasi, Soupy's sidekick, improvise 
the rest of the skit. 

Soupy's friends, all played by 
Frank Natasi, add an extra touch 


of delight to the show. White Fang 
and Black Tooth are Soupy's ten 
foot tall dogs. Soupy's other 
friends are Pookie, a warmhearted 
puppet lion; Peaches, Soupy's girl 
friend, and numerous visitors at 
his door. These visitors have in¬ 
cluded everyone from a salesman 
from “The Ace Novelty Company,” 
specializing in “Bipple” products, 
to a zookeeper looking for a run¬ 
away lion, to a panhandler who 
asks, “Are You Soupy Sales?” and 
responds to the affirmative answer 
by slapping Soupy and shouting, 
“Lies, lies, all lies!” 



Soupy's crew has also added to 
the spirit of fun prevalent on the 
show. Once, when Pookie was 
cracking eggs in Soupy's hand, the 
eggs turned out to be rotten. “We 
almost lost some stagehands that 
time.” Another time, the crew gave 
a glass of “water” to someone on 
the show, only the water turned 
out to be vodka! 

Spy with a Pie 

Probably the most famous con¬ 
nection people make with Soupy is 
pie throwing. His new album, “Spy 
with a Pie,” is proof of that. Al¬ 
most every afternoon Soupy gets 
hit by at least one pie. 

Soupy considers pie throwing 


an art. “It's something you have 
to learn, like throwing a baseball.” 
When asked what he thought about 
having pies thrown at him, he 
laughed and said, “It's healthy.” 
However, once while doing a 
guest appearance in the Midwest, 
Soupy was hit by a real pie—and 
it was frozen. 

Along with pie throwing, Sou¬ 
py's other trademarks consist of a 
battered top hat, black V-necked 
sweater, and huge bow tie. His 
“Soupy Shuffle” and “The Mouse” 
are two “dances” which are catch¬ 
ing on like “The Monkey” and 
“The Frug.” 

“Milton Bugged Me . . 

Soupy's real name is Soupy 
Sales—now. However, he was born 
Milton Hines, and changed it be¬ 
cause “Milton bugged me. The 
only Miltons I knew were Milton 
Berle and John Milton. My broth¬ 
ers had normal names—Jack and 
Lenny. But I had Milton.” Soupy 
Sales is his legal name now, taken 
from his nickname as a youngster. 

Soupy, who stands at six feet, 
with hazel eyes, and razor cut 
black hair, has many TV shows to 
his credit; among them, Hennes¬ 
sey, Ensign O'Toole, Route 66, and 
host on The Tonight Show. In the 
future, he would like to do a 
nighttime variety show, and some 
movies. 

Soupy is married to a former 
model, Barbara Fox, and they 
have two sons, Tony, 13, and 
Hunt, 10. We met his sons at the 
studio and asked them what their 
friends thought of Soupy being 
their father. Tony replied, “Some 
like him, some think he's a nut. I 
don't know, he's always been my 
father!”

SCAI HEARS MINISTER

Integration, a problem which now 
faces every American, was discussed 
at a meeting of the Student Council 
Against Intolerance, held in room 321 
on Friday, December 18. 

Reverend Malcolm R. Evans, a min¬ 
ister at the New Lots Reform Church 
in Brooklyn, spoke on the topic: How 
much does successful integration in 
the North depend upon changing the 
hearts of the white community? 

Reverend Evans declared that true 
integration can only come about when 
first there is mutual respect, trust 
and goodwill between the Negroes and 
whites. Evans sadly noted, “Too often 
whites have irrational fears.” The 
Reverend proved his statement by 
pointing out that in Brooklyn, 500,000 
whites have moved out where 460,000 
Negro and Puerto Ricans are now liv¬ 
ing. His church, before this mass mi¬ 
gration, had 100% white members, 
but now 80% are Negro, Puerto Rican 
and other minorities. 

Mr. Evans has been fighting for 
civil rights for many years. In June 
of 1961, for example, he went on a 
freedom ride to Richmond, Virginia. 
The purpose was to desegregate the 
Greyhound Bus terminal there. 

The extremist movement in the 
United States also caused some com¬ 
ment by the Reverend. He bluntly 
stated that extremism is deeply en¬ 
trenched in the United States because 
of its wealthy supporters. 

Integration is a problem today, but 
with the help of Reverend Evans and 
others like him, the goals of civil 
rights will be reached. 


Kagathos Installation 

Tuesday, January 12th, Kagathos 
(the honor society of the girls’

stalled its new members. The cere¬ 
mony was based upon the presenta¬ 
tion of the laurel wreath, as in an¬ 
cient Greece, to the girls who met 
their standards of an all around de¬ 
velopment: physical, mental, social 
and spiritual.
